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DETAILED ACTION 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's preliminary amendment filed 2/8/06. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1 - 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chikaraishi 
(6,301,975). 

Regarding claim 1, Chikaraishi discloses a torque sensor having improved reliability 
against thermal expansion and axial displacement of components comprising an electric 
power steering device (See Fig. 1) including at least one coil bobbin 18A, 18B which is 
housed in the inside of the electromagnetic yoke 17A, 17B (See Col. 8, lines 5 - 19), a 
terminal block 18d which projects a portion of the coil bobbin outwardly, connection pins 
19a, 19b which are formed on the terminal block in a projected manner and connection 
members 21 which connect the connection pins to a sensor circuit substrate 22, wherein the 
connection pins 19a, 19b are arranged not to be covered and concealed with the sensor 
circuit substrate 22 (See Col. 8, lines 44 - 51 and 64 - 67). 

Regarding claim 2, the sensor circuit substrate 22 is arranged with an angle not 
parallel to an axis of the coil bobbin 18A, 18B (See Figs. 1 and 6). 
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Regarding claim 3, the connection members 21 are formed by integrally forming 
conductive plates 18b, 18c that connect the connection pins 19a, 19b and the substrate 22 
with resin (See Col. 8, lines 20 - 24). 

Regarding claim 4, the connection members 21 are formed by projecting a portion of 
the substrate 22 in an arm shape (See Fig. 1). 

Conclusion
